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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is the First Action on the merits. 
Claims 1-12 are pending. 

Specification 

2. The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a 
utility application.

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 5 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form because 
a multiple dependent claim should refer to other claims in the alternative only. See 
MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claim has not been further treated on the merits. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-4 and 6-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 

being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 

which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites "characterized in that one of the magnetic layers is structured by 
means of etching, in which, during etching, a part of the relevant layer is made thinner 
by removing material until a rest layer remains". The claim is vague and indefinite. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the relevant layer" in Nne 4. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

The term "thinner" in claim 1 is a relative term which renders the claim indefinite. 
The term "thinner" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a 
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standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would 
not be reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. There is not recite any 
requisite degree in order to determine the scope of the term "thinner". 



Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Ruigrok et al. (U.S. 6,486,662), Kumagai et al. (U.S. 6,365,948), 
and Gallagher et al. (U.S. 5,650,958) teach a magnetic tunnel junction device. Slaughter 
et al. (U.S. 6,544,801) and Blamire et al. "A new Self-Aligning Process For Whole-Wafer 
Tunnel Junction Fabrication" teach a method of fabricating a magnetic tunnel junction 
device.
